College
Admissions typically wants Official transcripts,
scholarships applications may only require
unofficial. Have several on hand to use through
fall semester as needed

Research college application deadlines (priority
and regular deadlines) - some colleges require
a priority deadline to apply for their college
general scholarships—don’t miss out!

Begin work on essays for college admissions
and scholarship; have your ASPIRE mentor
proofread your work

Complete and submit college admissions
applications

Continue to add to your activities chart any new
activities, projects, honors, or achievements -
Track all hours spent working for pay,
volunteering, and working in community
activities

Plan on applying to 3-6
schools during senior year, always include an Oregon community college.
